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First Year Engineers 
Leading Â11 Faculties

Sixty per cent of Students 
Contribute in Current Effort 

Almost SI ,200 have been pledged to the iMcGill War Memorial 
Campaign by 130 sttidcnts of first year Engineering, according to 
♦fintntive rc.Miits received by the campaign committee last night. 
This represents 87 per cent, of the first-year Engineers, each of 
whom gave an average of nine dollars and a quarter. 

Other tentative rcttirns so far^î 
indicate that about 50 to 60 per 
cent, of the students contacted 
have returned their pledge- 
cards. Most of these pledges 
have been made out for the ten 
dollars slated as the individual 
objective. To obtain a complete 
campus coverage for the can- 
vassers' the campaign will con- 
tinue until next Wednesday, 
îlarch 21. 

Results will be announced by the 
campaign committee as soon as 
possible, and will be added to the 
C.O.T.C.S contribution of $20,000, as 
well as to the U.A.S.s $5.900 and the 
U.N.T.Ds $1,500 

Most definite of the preliminary 
reports received last night from 
(acuity rcprc!>entativcs were those 
of Engineering, Commerce, and 
fitrathcona Hall, who have collec- 
tively signed over about $2,8DO' 
$320 of this total came from 53 
students in Commerce, representing 
S3 per cent, of the faculty enrol- 
ment, the others not having made 
their returns yet. $376 was given by 
49 residents of Strathcona Hall, or 
D6 per cent, of those contacted. An 
additional $10 was donated by a 
resident graduate student at the 
Hall.

The results of our .tbare of the War Memorial Campaign will 
indicate the feeling and spirit towards those overseas who were 
once proud of belonging to our student body. We who are now at 
University mu!il set a high level of achtnement in this campaign 
If the graduates who are so far distant are to carry lis main bur* 
den successfully.

The swimming-pool shown above is the present version of the major part of the War Memorial 
Wing as it will look-in a few ycar^. The Graduates' Society's campaign for funds to build this addition 
to the east end of the Sir Arthur Currie Gymnasium will officially end on May 30, and the results will 
be announced at Spring Convocation. Final plans will be passed by the University authorities after all 
the building materials have been assured. 

The Campus War Memorial Committee has already appointed Dick Balfour, Eng. 3, representative to 
the Building Committee to convey student suggestions for the new wing. The War Memorial Committee 
welcomes such suggestions from student contributors to the campaign. For example, ideas already put 
forth by members of the campaign committee include projects for bowling alleys, a. lunch counter, and 
a stage; also the proposal that the gym with these added facilities and spKt should be used far more 
extensively for social functions of the student body. 

' Actually, the space occupied by the swimming-pool and memorial hall, under the present plans, wilt 
constitute only half of the wing. The other half, behind the pool, will consist of a fourth baksetball 
floor. This will extend the three present basketball floors by one-third. It is on this part of the completed 
gymnasium that it is suggested the stage be placed; and below this floor, tha bowling alleys. 

In addition, a tier of seats facing on to the main gymnasium floor is to be built above the locker-

These tabulations are an average 
of the campiis, when broken up into 
separate faculties they were some- 
what different. 60 per ccnL of Arts 
chose their courses from personal 
preference, 20 per cent, from econ- 
omic factors, the other 20 per cent, 
being undecided. In Science only 
44 per cent picked from personal 
preference, but most of the 21 per 
cent, who chose from economic rea- 
sons were women. None of the 
Commerce men interviewed chose 
their course from personal prefer- 
ence. In spite of Engineering being 
an essentially practical course 60 
per cent, of those who answered 
want to be Engineers regardless of 
earning a living.

The fact tliat large accomplishments can 
only be achieved by the accumulation of a series 
of email efforts can never be overemphasiïed. 
How frequently we have seen this done, par- 
ticularly in these last six years, when the war 
effort of our country has called time and again 
for each man to take his share of the total load 
in order that we might succeed. The Blood 
Donations, the War Loans, the industrial and 
agricultural achievements we have witnessed 
have been, not the work of a single man or cor- 
poration, but the combined efforts of a lot of 
people, each contributing a small part which, 
when compiled, made for an effort that has been 
of substantial assistance in achieving the final 
victory thai is now in sight. 

Moreover, every battle which has been 
fought during the last five and a half yearSi 
which after many defeats has brought the Allies 
within reach of that final victory, for which &e 
home front also worked, was fought, not bjc'an 
individual soldier or officer, not by one pl^on 
or one company; no one army and no sSijBle 
nation can claim the honor of having 'wonrfche 
war'. But results were achieved by the wEle- 
hearted co-operation by every one of the United 
Nations, by every one of the armies and every 
military unit, down to the last private soldier. 
' Many of those who assisted in this combined 
effort were men and women who had once been 
•tudents of McGill University. 

In commemoration of their achievements, it 
is fitting then ' that' McGill's War I^Iemorial 
•hould be the combined effort of all its students, 
past and present; a result of individual contri- 
butions making a truly fitting monument to 
those who have served us so readily. Each stone 
tnd every piece of- metal that is used in the new 
edifice will be purchased by a student of McGill, 
and no building can be built that lacks the ma< 
terial. The War Memorial cannot be a slruc 
tare full of 'rags and patches', it must be com 
plete, and it can only be complete if every 
student of McGill is behind the structure carry, 
ing his share, offering his stone. 

The ptu^ose of the new wing has already 
been outlined several times, the desire expressed 
on the part of ]McGiirs Graduates, who initiated 
the campaign, to 'pay tribute to AIcGill men 
who have served with distinction by means of a 
useful memorial, "the kind your fellow-students 
who fought and died would be proud to sec built 
on this campus," as tljp President of the Grad- 
uates' Society stated. Not a cold slab of stone 
but a memorial that the students in future years 
may use and love, this is what the McGill War 
Memorial should be, for it is for this life at col 
lege, its recreations as well as its opportuniUes 
fw fitudying, that our fellow-studcnts^have 
fought this war. '' 

It seems a small thing to ask by comparison, 
a ten dollar contribution in memory of the men 
who have given us our opportunities for life and 

Eleasure. And because it seems so small, pcr- 
aps we will too easily shrug and say, "let the 
other fellow do it, I have more important things 
to do." It is BO easy to "pass the buck", to ex- 
clude one's self from participation. But this is 
not the time for such things. This ten dollar 
contribution is a small way by which means we 
can say 'thank you' in a truly fitting manner. 

No one student can alone say 'thank you' to 
these students, for alone his thanlm would go 
unheard. It it only when every individual pulU 
bis share of the load, raises his voice with the 
others, that 'our tribute can be paid to these 
men. A solitary effort is only a grain of s^nd, 
and yet the combination of all the efforts of all 
the students can construct a memorial worthy 
of the sacrifices these, our college friends, have 
made.

Making Ethyl Palpitate 

(This, another in The Dailv's special series of 
scientific articles, describes the work carried on 
ot this univertitt/ on a chemical synthesis sug- 
gested in a recent issue of the Queen's Journal. 
The Kingston report dealt talih the making of 
ethyl palpitate via the intermediate compounds 
ethyl vibrate and ethyl osculate; the article be- 
low carries on the synthesis throuyh a wide 
range of associated compounds.) 

<• ♦ <• 
Starting with pure raw materials, the first step 
is the nomination of etliyl, a procedure without 
it would obviously be impossible to carry on the ex- 
periment It is the ultimate object ot the primary 
stage to malce ethyl capitulate, and a great many 
Intermediate stages may be required, depending 
largely upon the state ot purity of the untreated 
ethyl. Thus any such procedures as domination, 
activation, decoration, and even initiation may have 
to be undertaken. 

Any of these preparatory measures must be 
undertaken with some caution, since any slight ex- 
cess ot temperature or pressure may convert the 
compound to ethyl hesitate or at least to ethyl pro- 
crastinate, and more drastic measures will surely 
make ethyl militate. With proper care and caution, 
however, it should not be difficult to make ethyl 
concentrate, with a varying amount of ethyl dis- 
criminate present as a side^reactlon. 

The segregation ot ethyl, if not carried out earlier 
in the synthesis, Is essential at this point These are 
unstable Gonq;>ounds to work with, and 'once this 
stage is reached any delay in the order of procedures 
is usually catastrophic. It should be possible with 
the proper catalysts to make ethyl orientate, then 
ethyl modulate, then ethyl oscillate, and eventually 
ethyl gyrate. Depending on temperature control, 
the end-result of this stage may be ethyl celebrate 
or ethyl celibate, two compounds which are optical 
Isomers but are very different in their bdiavlour. 

Side-reactions may be quite bothersome, resulting 
in ethyl fluctuate or ethyl vacillate, or more serious- 
ly in ethyl propagate. In the latter case, only rapid 
conversion to ethyl conjugate will prevent an ex- 
plosion, probably by the development ot ethyl legis- 
late. It may be remarked here that many experi- 
menters have found that unconjugated ethyl had to 
be compensated before the experiment could be 
carried lorward, despite the use of all othet eata' 
lysta. 

Too much pressure, of course, will cause the for 
matlon of ethyl suffocate, a step which may not be 
easily reversible. Lesser degrees of pressure may 
leave varying amounts of ethyl Irritate, ethyl prO' 
testate, or even ethyl terminate. Insufficient tern 
perature will, of course, make ethyl refrigerate. Many 
unexplained breaks In the sequence have been 'de- 
scribed, and often the only solution will be to Inter' 
rupt the experiment and make ethyl elucidate be- 
fore carrying on. 

If the experiment is properly carried through, 
however, the result should be ethyl jubilate in vary 
ing yields, with possibly a certain amount of ethyl 
elevate Included. The number of possible slde-reac< 
tlons, however. Is tremendous and sometimes very 
difficult to copa with, and there may result ethyl 
disintegrate, ethyl depreclatt, ethyl reprobate, and 
similar Impurities; the experiment may, however, 
sometimes be resurrected by the placatlon or allevia 
tion of ethyL 

. Two general classes of compounds may thus re 
suit— ethyl approbate or ethyl overrate. The whole 
experiment may have been confused by the Intro- 
duction' of ethyl prevaricate, and Ip extreme cases 
it may be neeessar}; to convert the, entire material 
to ethyl eliminate'and begin again from scratch. The 
best procedure in such a case, however, Is to aban 
don the entire experiment, leaving ethyl meditate. . .

Education

"Educate your masters," said the 
great English statesman^:: William 
Gladstone. The fatnous^Libml re- 
alised that the liberal philosophy 
with its principles of lil>erty and 
freedom demanded a great deal of 
the individual. He felt that the In- 
dividual should be prepared to ful- 
fill these demands. And since in a 
Democracy the members of thé 
Government arc supposed to be the 
servants of the people, these words 
are indeed significant 

It is sheer hypocrisy to tell a peo- 
ple about democracy and their share 
in governing their! country, it they 
are not sufficiently educated to un- 
derstand even the elements of gov- 
ernment It is hardly likely that 
every one in a country will obtain 
something equivalent ^ to ià i gnlver- 
slty Education, but it^IèuTeach 
person should l>e so educated that 
he can play his part well. Gladstone 
saw the need for this, and he no 
doubt felt that if people become 
aware of the things that happen 
around them, if they are intelligent 
enough to talce an active part in 
the politics of their country, if they 
can grasp the meaning of the pol- 
icies ot the Government, then and 
only then can democracy be some- 
thing more than a theoretical con- 
cept. 

In the United States, too, a great 
statesman uttered some famous 
words. It was Abraham Lincoln 
who defined democracy as "gov- 
ernment of the people, by' the peo- 
ple, for the people." Americans love 
to repeat these words over and over 
gain, as if a mere repetition of the 
words of a great man will lead to 
democracy. In their self-righteous- 
neis they heave their breasts with 
pride at their American way of 
doing things. They boast of the way 
they treat not only those at home, 
but their dependencies; yet the 
colonial policy of the Americans 
has been no better than that of the 
British. In both cases the two eouo' 
tries have failed to live up to the 
ideals of their greatest statesmen. 

The British colonies in the West 
Indies are blunty told that they are 
not fit to govern themselves. Yet 
no genuine effort Is made to see 
to It that they get the necessary 
faciiitlcs and equipment For a 
people to govern themselves they 
must have at least a minimum stan 
dard of education. In the. West In 
dies a kind ot education prevails 
which Is hopeleKdy. inadequate. It 
cannot meet the needs of any people 
in a modcrn'"w6rld. There obtains 
a form of education unsystematized, 
lacking any sort of 'luntfleatlon and 



continuity whatsoever. If the in- 
habitants are to emerge from their 
present misery and wretchedness, 
it Is essential that a . planned, co- 
herent system of education, directed 
towards, some specific purpose, be 
introduced. 

In the British West Indies it is 
true that there are a few excellent 
secondary schools, but these prov- 
ide education at a very high cost 
to but a small percentage of- the 
youth ot the Islands. Secondary 
education Is an Intellectual oasis in 
a vast desert of illiteracy and ignor- 
ance. Most people have to be con- 
tent with a mere elnnentary educa- 
tion. There are practically no kin- 
dergarten schools, about half-a- 
dozen >: yocattonâlfe schools, and, as 



might be expected, there Is no uni- 
versity.

Â reas of Free Holland 
Open Universities 

Montreal, March 13.— Arrange- 
ments for the partial resumption of 
Dutch university training, in lib- 
erated Holland, stemming from the 
recent visit of Dr. Gerrit Bolkes- 
tein,- Netherlands Minister of Educa- 
tion, Arts and Sciences, to the freed 
areas have been made and it is 
hoped that the. plan will be insti- 
tuted by the end of the month. Stud- 
ents who have studied at Nether- 
lands universities have been invit- 
ed to resume their courses at the 
Catholic University of Nijmegen 
and the Catholic School of Econ- 
omics at Tilburg, the newspaper, 
"Veritas," said in reporting the plan. 

In addition, temporary academic 
centres will be established — at 
Eindhoven for the study of physics 
and medicine, at Maastricht for 
medicine and at Heerlen for min- 
ing-engineering. "Unpatriotic" stu- 
dents — students who signed de- 
clarations of obedience to the Nazis 
during the occupation or otherwise 
collaborated with the enemy -~ will 
not be granted admission to any of 
these schools, and a purging com- 
mittee has been Instituted \o see 
that they are eliminated. 

Headquarters of the "temporary 
university", as the anangeinent' is 
called, will be at Eindhoven and 
prospective students have been ask- 
ed to apply there. The fees, it was 
added, will be based on normal pnl- 
versity tuitions.

Ottawa: Right at the moment 
there is a well-founded rumour 
going around semi-official circles 
in Ottawa that the voting age is to 
be reduced at the next federal elec- 
tion from twenty-one to eighteen 
years. It !s'*not possible to secure 
any oyicial word on the subject, 
since it is obvious that it is to the 
advantage of all concerned to keep 
the answer secret, for a while yet 
at least 

Actually, it probably doesn't mat- 
ter very much, one way or another. 
The tendency Is towards a broad- 
ening down of the bate of the pyra- 
mid, and it is just a matter of de- 
termining when the level of "com- 
mon-sense", required bt a voter is 
attained in the development of a 
young person. 

The phrase "Sinatra for Presi- 
dent" pretty well sunu up the 
standard reaction of older people 
towards allowing young people to 
vole at eighteen. They are oppos- 
ed to it because they feel that young 
people cannot decide sensibly the 
issues facing them at any election. 

What political advantage the pre 
sent government might expect to 
obtain from the lowering of the 
voting age is a little difficult to de 
termine. Young people are not easi- 
ly bought by any kind of conces' 
sion, and they might regard the 
lowering of the voting age as just 
that. Then, too, they are, as a 
group, strongly interested in some 
kind of change, and might be ex 
peeled to lean against the govern- 
ment in any poll. 

The whole matter, however, must 
rest as what Jt is. pure conjecture. 
The government is pretty well 
pledged not to introduce any con- 
troversal legislation at this next 
session, and it is almost certain 
that many of its own supporters 
would regard a lowering of the 
votlnit age as just that. The whole 
rumour may have arisen because of 
the activities of the Ontario Legisla 
live Assembly, which is considering 
a moton to reduce the voting age to 
eighteen. 

But, on the other hand, Mr. King 
is full of surprises, and no one 
knows what is going to happen with 
him until it has taken place. It is 
quite possible that he has planned 
this course of action deliberately, 
without much expectation of its 
success. He would like very much 
to be able to say that he was unable 
to introduce "progressive" legisla- 
tion in this House of Commons in 
order to increase the possibility of 
his securing a mandate for the next
